PRESEYTERY OF IDAHO.
Interesting ;velllgl.

The Presbytery of Idaho met with the Pres-
byterian  Church of Westun, Oregon, on
Thursday evening Sept. 23, 1880, and wus
opened with 4 sermeon by Rev. James Thutup-
som, of Sun Franciseo,

Rev. Rol't. Boyd, of Walla ‘Walla, was
chosen Moderator, and Rev. (L. Deffen-
baugh of Lupwai, temporary Clerk,

Messrs. Thompson and Gamble; 1ste nf*San
Francikeo Theological Sewinary, werereceived
under the eare uf the Pre<liytery as Licentiates
from the Preshytery of 8an Francisen. These
gentlemen having made applivation for Ordi-
nation, were examined with refercnce to their
acquaintance with experimental religion, and
their knowl 2 of Church Govermuent and
Discipline, Philosophy, Theology, Church
History, and the Greek and Hebrew luagubges.
Having shown themselves thoroughly ac.
quainted with all these departoients, ‘the ex-
aminations were sustained by the Presbytery,
and Sabbatli evening appointed as the time
for their Ordination. L]

Rev. E. W. Morrison, of Weston, was at
his own request, received us a member of this
Presbytery, from the Walla Walla Presbytery
of the Cumberland Pre~byterian Chureh.

A large delegation of Nez Perce Indians
were in attendance at the sessions of Presby-
tery. Among the number was one ordumned
Minister, and one Licentiate. Three candi-
dates for the Ministry presented themselves
for Licensure, and having puvsed uﬁah‘ctnry
examinations, to their acquaintance with
experimental religion and knowledyge of Theol-
ogy, Catechism, and Church Government,
they were licensed to preach the Gospel for a
period of two yeurk, at the expiration of which
time, if they shall Liave proved themselves
worthy they will be orduined to the full work
| of the Ministry.

Rev. T, M. Bayd, late Commission to the
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Churel,
which met in Madison, Wis,, in May, pre-
sented u very iustructiv® aud interesting re-
port.

tev. Daniel Gamble preached on Friday
evening to a large and iutelligent audience,
and husivess of mivor importance was tians-
acted.

On Saturday evening, the time appointed
for the Indiun service, the house was filled to
vverflowing,  Many who came being unable
to hod rowm, T'wo of the Indiuns preached
in English, and one iu the Nez Perce languaze
which was changed to English by an inter-
preter. P'erhaps one of the most interesting
features of the evening was the singing of
songs by the Nez Perces, a service in which
they engaged with great earnestness,

Reports from the yurious churches of the
P'resliytery showel that much progress had
been made during the past xix months.

On Sabbath morning at 11 A, M., # sermon
was delivered by Rev. G. L. Deffenbaugh, of
Lapwui. Two members were received into
the Church on profession of faith, and four by
certifiente.  I'he Urdinance of Baptism was
administered, and also the Sacrument of the
Lord's Suppor.  In the evening n sermon was
preached b Hev I M. Boyd, prepuratory to
the Ondinution of Messrs. Gamble und Themp-
son. These Lieviiintes were then ordained
to the full woik of the Ministry, by the laying
,'nu oi slie bands of the Preshytery, and by
fpeayer which was offered by Rev. Rob't.
[ Boyd of Walle Walla. The charee to the
[ newly ordined minister, was delivered by
Rev. C. It Shiclds, of Union.

The final session was helid on Monday
morning. A large amount of important Lusi-
pass was transucted during these sittings, and
all the wembers were greatly cheered with
the pregent hright outlook for the Presbyteri-
an cause within the bounds of the P'reshytery.
